DISTRIBUTION OF WEALTH 
While politicians and economists'are 


discussing the matter of distribution 
of wealth as a means of providing more 
equally in the way of opportunity and 
the promotion of the common welfare 
they may have overlooked one of the 
greatest means whereby wealth is kept 
moving and distributing itself in this 
nation, 


In 1921 there was a total of $1,719,- 


009,000 made in gifts for the public 
welfare, principally along educational 
lines. Since that time this golden Ni- 
agara has been mounting higher and 
higher with a welcome steadiness. 
From available data on hand to date it 
appears that for the year 1930 despite 
depression in 
business, mental and 


otherwise, these benefactions will pass 
the mark of $2,500,000,000. Perhaps 
the apparent need of the times has 
helped to cause this great ^increase. 
At any rate it bespeaks a marvelous 
compliment to the generosity of those 
of the American people who have been 
blessed with brains or good fortune or 
whatever other element enters into 
the accumulation of large sums of 
money. So that from the 
practical 


side it is an answer to the age-old 
question: "Am I my brother's keep- 
er?", an affirmative answer at least 
to the extent that "I am my brother's 
helper." 


But aside from the generous and sen- 


timental aspects of the matter it has 
economic features that cannot be 
doubted. Were men or companies 
with large incomes or fortunes to 
guide themselves solely by selfish con- 
siderations the hardship upon others 
might be great but when those who 
have been favored by fortune in a ma- 
terial way come to realize, as so many 
of them do, that they are thereby load- 
ed with the responsibility of passing 
on material rjarts of their good fortune 
to others in helpful, wholesome, con- 
structive manners, not merely in mak- 
ing presents but in providing oppor-s 
tunities either • ijn work, education or, 
otherwise, they have assisted in sub- 
stantial fashion in accomplishing much 
towards that desirable goal of distri- 
bution of wealth which cannot fail to 
accomplish a more even distribution 
of happiness. 


• KEEPING WAR ALIVE 


The JSritisft'-Foreign office has re- 


cently sent notes to several govern- 
ments suggesting discontinuance of the 
custom of "having-visiting officials and 
celebrities place wreaths on cenotaphs 
or tombs of unknown soldiers. The 
purpose is to discourage the perpetua- 
tion of wartime antagonisms. The less 
emphasis placed on war in normal in- 
ternational intercourse, according to 
the British view, the better for all con- 
cerned. The suggestion implies that 
foreign visitors in London should re- 
frain from placing wreaths on the tomb 
of the unknown soldier in Westminster 
Abbey and that British representatives 
refrain from placing wreaths abroad. 


Such a suggestion naturally arouses 


opposition. War memories, antagon- 
isms and sentiments are not dead. Yet 
the British suggestion is worth con- 
sidering. During the World war and 
at its close much was said about the 
prevention of future wars being the 
greatest tribute possible to pay the 
war dead of any nation. Even if plac- 
ing wreaths on tombs does not actual- 
ly keep alive war animosities, does it 
not arouse sentiments which make ob- 
servers forget the horror and ruin of 
war and think of if only as glorious? 


POETS MAKE HEROES 


Paul Revere must share his place in 


history with others. Instead of be- 
ing a solitary and daring gallop on 
the part of Longfellow's midnight 
hero, it seems to have been a steeple- 
chase. A few years ago we learned 
that a man named Dawes rode with 
Revere and got the important mes- 
sage through, although Paul never 
reached the goal. Now it comes out 
that "Paul Revere was aided by Wil- 
liam Dawes, Ebenezer Dorr, Joseph 
Haii and Solomon Brown," the other 
messengers to Lexington. 


The belated publication of that news 


is a good boost for the power of poet- 
ry. Paul may have been outshone in 
accomplishment by the other riders, 
but he had the most poetic name in 
the group, and Longfellow outshone 
the historians in getting his message 
across.

Today's Anniversary 


BRYANTS BERTH 


On Nov. 3. 1794, William Cullen Bryant, great 


American poet and journalist, was born at Cum- 
mington, Mass., the son of a physician. 


Precocious as a boy, Bryant composed "Than- 


atopsis," one -of the greatest poems in blank 
verse', at the agre of IS. He was sent to Williams 
College, but left it after a year to take up the 
study of law. He practiced law for 10 years but 
continued to write poetry, 


In 1825 Bryant removed to New York, where 


le joined the New York Evening Post, of which 
le later became editor-in-chief. His 
editorials 


Were written simply and frankly and in ex- 
cellent prose style. 


He is best known as a poet, however, partic- 


ularly for his "Thanatopsis," "To a Waterfowl," 
'The Fringed Gentian." 
and "The Crowded 


Street." Such lines from his works as "Truth, 
rushed to earth, shall rise asain," and "The 
melancholy days are come, the saddest of the 
year," have become household quotations. 


Bryant died in New York at 84 as the result 


of a sunstroke, while he was making an address 
at the unveiling of a statue.

"castor oil." Altho -the friend was 
polite about it, she knew the friend 
was not going to follow her advice. 
That is what comes of the propa- 
ganda I spread about this castor oil 
business. 


Well, I'm glad for the 
friend's 


baby's sake that my proppaganda 
got there before the castor oil did. 


From my experience (I mean pro- 


fessional) with sick babies and child- 
ren, I am reasonably certain that the 
youngster who got kinda feverish at 
night would have been just as lively 
and happy next morning if mother 
had given him some molasses or 
syrup on his pancakes instead of 
castor oil. 


It is human nature, I suppose, to 


ascribe all miracles that happen after 
castor oil to castor oil. 


I can't hope to change that. 
Nor do I deny that plain castor oil 


is a good remedy In some cases of 
diarrhea. It is a fairly dependable 
cathartic, with an invariably binding 
after-effect, and hence it is efficaci- 
ous in many cases of acute diarrhea. 


I do assure parents, however, that 


castor oil has no place in the domes- 
tic medicine chest, as a laxative or 
physic. I particularly warn parents 
against resorting to this notoriously 
binding or constipating remedy in 
cases of simple costiveness in infan- 
cy. I am not suggesting a substitute 
for castor oil because it is better to 
do nothing at all in cases where the 
castor oil obsession arises. 


is no reason to Imagine that tobacco 
is more or less harmful to a woman 
than to a man. I can only give my 
opinion that tobacco is invariably' 
Injurious to a child—and by child I 
mean any one not yet a fully develop- 
ed man or woman— most children 
do not reach full adult development 
until the age of 23 to 25 years, in 
the north temperate zone. \ 


Cocoa Not Advisable For Children. 
Please tell me if cocoa used every 


day is all right for a 7 year old 
child? It is all she can have to drink 
at lunch 
when she is at 
school. 


(Mrs. T. G.) 


Answer.—As a rule cocoa is not 


advisable for children under 16. Milk 
is the best beverage for young Child- 
ren. If the child can afford a pint or 
even a half-pint (glassful) of fresh 
pure raw milk, particularly certified 
milk if that is to be had;=it makes 
an Ideal school lunch, along with a 
few crackers, cookies or some fruit. 
Where there ,is real repugnance to 
milk, it is all right to add just 
enough cocoa, chocolate or.-caramel 
(burnt sugar) to flavor it. The objec- 
tion to cocoa as a beverage is that 
it is too stimulating. Young children 
require no such nervous stimulation. 
Cocoa is especially stimulating to the 
kidneys, and this is hardly advisable 
in childhood. Another objection to 
cocoa-sis that it gives the child a 
false feeling of satiety so the child 
does not care for other and more 
essential foods. Of course the cocoa 
or chocolate itself has some nutritive 
value, but this is insignificant com- 
pared with milk or bread and butter 
or fruit or an egg. 


Observation About Cancer. 


I have observed that many people 


who become afflicted with 
cancer 


have seldom before been sickr In fact 
I have seen quite a few develop can- 
cer who looked and felt In perfect 
health. So I wonder .whether having 
had a certain disease «or several dis- 
eases in childhood might immunize a 
person against cancer in later life?

curator of 


the department of physical anthro- 
pology of the Smithsonian Institu- 
tion". 
"Dr. Hrdlicka is an unfamiliar fig- 
ure to the greater part of Washing- 
ton, yet in the field of science he is a 
recognized authority. 


•Possessed 
of a 
manner that 


charms, able to interest the most 
disinterested layman in his work in 
the field of anthropology, he has 
enthusiasm and energy which never 
cease to be a marvel to his asso- 
ciates. 


EXPLORES ALONE 


Despite his 61 years, Dr. Hrdlicka 


carries on his work-\atli the vigor 
ot youth. 


He has just returned to Washing- 


ton from an extended expedition to 
Alaska .where he conducted a series 
of investigations among the Indians, 
and Eskimos in that region. 


And although he was 'subjected to 


hardships too innumerable to men- 
tion, he dismisses them lightly with 
the statement that one must expect 
such things. 
. "You either can stand it or you 
can't," he says. "That's all there is 
to it." 


This latest expedition, which in- 


cidentally he made, alone as he usual- 
ly does, was not his first to Alaska. 
- On his expeditions, he moves too 
fast and covers too much territory 
to have many along with him. He 
prefers to go it alone, with only suf- 
ficient supplies for himself, and rely 
on the natives to render assistance 
when needed. 


In this fashion he has explored 


the many corners of the world. 


THIRTY-YEAR STUDY 


Dr. Hrdlicka regards as the most 


interesting part of his work in an- 
thropology a study which began back 
in 1898 and only now has been 
brought to a conclusion. 


It is concerned with the animal 


instincts in children. He first became 
-Interested in this study more than 30 
years ago when, while among a tribe 
of Indians, ho saw a child running 
around—rather than crawling on all 
fours. 


From that time to the present he 


has gathered material along this line. 


There Is now being jublished the 


result of his observations, gathered 
in places so near as the Union Sta- 
tion in Washington and so far as 
the outposts of civilization. 


A native Bohemian, he still talks 


with a pronounced accent. He" is 
never too busy to stop his work and 
talk with you about anthropology. 
His voice is soft and musical. 


His lectures In Washington invari- 


ably draw a capacity audience.

Washington— The difference be- 


'tween the real liberals in politics and 
those who claim to be liberals be 
cause they are \vets -was never more 
clearly accentuated than In the po- 
litical campaign now drawing to its 
close. 


One 
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gressives have in common—they are 
both opposed to a status QUO. 
The 


wets want repeal of the Volstead act. 
The progressives think it is more im* 
portant to relieve unemployment, 
curb the "power trust," fight labor 
injunctions, help the farmers, keep 
reactionary -judges off the supreme 
court and so on. 


Most of the outstanding progres- 


sives seem to be quite dry—Senators 
Borah of Idaho, Norris of Nebraska 
and Walsh of Montana, for instance. 
Also such 1930 candidates as GiSord 
Pinchot, running for governor on the 
Republican ticket in Pennsylvania, 
and Edward P. Costigan Democrat 
candidate for senator in Colorado. 


MUCH DISSATISFACTION 


This seems to be a year of com- 


parative dissatisfaction and both re- 
bellious groups, wets and progres- 
sives, are trying to make the most 
of it. Thus there is an unusual 
amount of non-partisan campaign- 
ing. Members of both major parties 
are .temporarily deserting to cam- 
paign and vote for the other party's 
candidate because he is dry or wet 
and progressives are likewise check- 


• ing their party labels to support one 
or another of their brethren on the 
other party's ticket. 
There isn't 


enough of this sort of thing to justi- 
fy predictions of a new era in politics 
but there's a lot more of it thai:

Strange bedfellows are piling in to-

Pinchot, who always has been re- 


garded as a flaming progressive and 
an unusually enthusiastic dry, may 
be hard pressed. He has the organiz- 
ed drys and Hemphill has the wets. 
Whereas Republican wets of prom- 
inence have deserted to Hemphill, 
Democratic drys such as Vance Mc- 
Gormlck of Harrisburg and John A. 
McSparran, defeated for governor in 
1922, have declared for Pinchot. 


As the Republican candidate Pin- 


chot himself naturally has consider- 
able machine support and other 
strength from conservative or reac- 
tionary sources, as well as an official 
endorsement by the state Federation 
of Labor. 


.WALSH IN STIFF FIGHT 


In Montana John J. Raskob, the 


Anti-Saloon League and progressives 
generally are 
supporting Senator 


Walsh, dry progressive 
Democrat, 


whose re-election is seriously threat- 
ened by Judge Albert J. Galen, Re- 
publican' wet. Raskob, who is both 
the Democratic national 
chairman 


and a leading -wet, personally gave 
$5000 to the Walsh campaign. 


In Colorado Costigan, former mem- 


ber of the tariff commission, is both 
red-hot progressive and red-hot dry. 
Progressives of both parties think 
he would be a great help in the Sen- 
ate. 
His 
Republican 
opponent, 


George H. Shaw, is far less dry and 
far more conservative. Costigan, ac- 
cording to dispatches from the west, 
has a real chance to win. 


Progressives everywhere are in- 


tensely interested in seeing Norris 
re-elected in Nebraska. Norris is ihe 
Senate's most important progressive; 
he is also quite dry. His Democratic 
opponent, former Senator Gilbert- M.. 
Hitchcock, is no reactionary, but,is 
much more conservative than Norris. 
He favors modification. 


There are many examples of the 


fact that it is possible to be dry and 
conservative or to be wet and pro- 
gressive—that is, to be a "liberal" in 
both senses of the word or to be the 
antithesis of each at the same time. 
But hundreds of thousands of voters

INFORMATION TO VOTERS 


The following instructions are given for the information and guidance of voters: 
(a) A voter upon entering the polling place and giving his name and residen ee, will receive a ballot from the ballot clerk which must have indorsed thereon the 


names or initials of both ballot clerks, and no other ballot can be used. Upon receiving his ballot, the voter must retire alone to a booth or compartment and prepare 
the same for voting. A ballot clerk may inform the voter as to the proper manner of marking a ballot, but he must not advise or indicate in aiiv manner whom to 
vote for. 


(b If a voter wishes to vote for all the candidates nominated by any party he shall make a cross or other mark under the party de.signation printed at the top 


of the ballot in the circle made for that purpose. A ballot so marked and having no other mark will be counted for all the candidates of that party in the column under- 
neath, unless the names of some of the candidates of the party have been erased or a name shall be written in or a cross mark be placed in the square at the right 
of the name or names of candidates in another column. If the voter does not wish to vote for all the candidates nominated by one party, he shall mark his ballot bv 
making a cross or mark in the square at the right of the name of the candidate for whom he intends to vote, or by inserting or writing in the name of the candidate. 


(d) A voter may vote upon a question submitted to a vote of the people by making a cross (X) or mark in the square at the right of the answer which he in- 


tends to give. 


(e) The ballot should not be marked in any other manner. If the ballot be spoiled, it must be returned lo the ballot clerk, who mutt issue another in its stead, 


but not more than three in all (of any one kind) shall be issued to any one voter. Five minutes' time is allowed in booth to mark ballot. Unofficial ballots or memoran- 
dum to assist the voter in marking his ballot can be taken into the booth, and may be used to copy from. The ballot must not be shown so that any person can see 
how it has been marked by the voter. 


(f) After it is marked it should*be folded so that the inside cannot be seen, but so that the printed indorsements and signatures of the ballot clerks on the outside 


may be seen. Then the voter should pass out of the booth or compartment, give his name to the inspector in charge of the ballot box. hand him his ballot to be placed 
in the box, and pass out of the voting place. 


(g) A voter, who declares to the presiding officer that he is unable to read, or that by reason of physical inability he is unable to mark his ballot, can have 


assistance of two election officers in marking same, to be chosen by the voter; and if lie declares that he is totally blind, ho may bo assisted by any person chosen by 
him from among the legal voters of the county. The presiding officer may administer an oath in his discretion, ns to such person's disability.

Road Hog Is Scored 


State Highway Department 


Madison—The road hog was giv- 


en a scoring by the bulletin issued 
today in the safety campaign which 
is being conducted by the 
State 


Highway Department. In spite of 
the fact that highways are being 
made sufficient for two lanes of traf- 
fic, many accidents are attributable 
to the fact that a road hog gets in 
the center of the road and is negli- 
gent about allowing otheis to pass 
The bulletin declares that a full real- 
ization and observance of the rules 
of highway traffic in passing other 
people would greatly reduce the toll 
of automobile accidents in the state. 


"The most fundamental require 


ments of proper driving is that each 
vehicle shall stay on its proper side 
of the road," declares the bulletin 
of the Highway Commission today. 
"It would seem that any 
person 


with sufficient intelligence to know 
a. .gear shift would know his right 
hand fijom his left and know enough 
to say on the right side of the road 
Many, however, do not, since driv- 
ing on the wrong side of the road is 
one of the commonest causes of ac- 
cidents. 


"Prior to the 1929 traffic code the 


law required that vehicles should 
keep on the right hand side of the 
road when passing. 
The new traf- 


fic code makes it obligatory" to beep 
on their right hand half of the road 
at all times. 
The operator of any 


vehicle is required to drive in a 
reasonably straight direction. 
He 


must keep in his own traffic lane 
and ^nay not shift 
into 
another 


without first ascertaining that the 
movement can be made in 
safety. 


This means "weaving" from 
one 


lane to the other. A sudden turn 
!rom one lane into another with- 
out making sure that it can be done 
safely is unlawful and subject to 
penalty. 
"When overtaking another 


vehicle, the driver shall pass such 
vehicle at a safe distance on the 
eft and may not return to his own 
side until safely in the clear of the 
overtaken vehicle. 


"In passing an overtaken vehicle 


t is necessary to dnve on the left 
land lane In the face of opposite 
;raffic, and it is highly necessary 
on such occasions to be sure that 
there Is no traffic coming from the 
opposite direction. No vehicle should 
be ovetaken at a point where the 
vision ahead is obscured either by 
a hill or by a curve, or in any other 
way. Failure to take this precau- 
ion may result in a head-on col- 
lision with 
serious 
consequences, 


and then responsibility placed on the 
operator who was in the wrong lane 


"Vehicles overtaken 
must 
give 


the overtaking vehicle a reasonable 
opportunity to pass. 
If practical, I 


he overtaken vehicle shall give way i 


to the right and must not increase 
speed untl the overtaking vehicle is 
safely past 
If the passing vehicle 


is really driving faster, it Is good 
practice to slack up a bit so as to 
give it a chance to get into the cleai 
as soon as possible. 


"There Is nothing- more impor- 


tant for safe dii\mg than the ob- 
servance of proper piecautions in 
passing. 
Vehicles 
proceeding in 


opposite directions should be caie 
ful to accord each other plenty of 
room. 
A x-ehicle passing an over- 


taken vehicle should take every pre 
caution to insure that it can be done 
with safety. If there is a hill or a 
curve, or if the view is obscured for 
any other reason, do not pass unti 
you can see for sure that you are 
in the cles&\ 
If there Is a vehicle 


in the distance approaching in Its 
own proper lane, be sure there Is 
plenty of room to get by the fellow 
ahead before you try it. If there Is 
any doubt about It, stay back In line 
until you are 
absolutely in 
the

In a resolution that would defin- 


itely commit the radio commission 
to a policy of equaliation of broad- 
casting facilities according to popu- 
lation, the New York commissioner 
proposes that the door be perpetual- 
ly closed to states which now have 
excessive stations, power or hours of 
operation.

-.vould be accorded their proportional 
shares. 
' Starbuck says he is not seeking a 
"violent readjustment" of station as- 
'slgnment.i to bring about the requir- 
ed equality. He believes that his plan 
of curtailing facilities in "over-quota 
states and increasing them in states 
under their quotas could be accom- 
plished gradually and with a mini- 
mum 
disturbance to broadcasters 


and listeners alike. 


IAW AMENDED IN '28 


Pointing out that the radio law 


was amended in 1928 to provide for 
this substantial equality of stations, 
power and hours of operation among 
the five radio, ones and then among 
the states within each one accord- 
ing to population, Starbuuk says the 
commission has never sought to cor- 
rect the existing in equalities. 


Briefly, Starbuck's 
proposal is 


that whenever applications .are re- 
ceived for increased facilities from 
an under-quota state for facilities in 
an over-quota state or one" that it 
shall be granted. The conditions, 
hO"vever, are that .the application 
from" the under-quota state must con- 
form with

and' be "in the public interest."
